Evitog Staxparp :—Tke British Colonist of 
January 31st, 1872; contains uo articie ty the 
late Mr. Waddingtun upon the feasibility of 
bridging the railroad from tke Mainland to 
Vancouver Island. If I thought any person 
acquainted with that part of British Colambia 
would answer the letter of Mr. Waddington, 
[ assure you { would not at this time trouble 
the good people of Victoria with an article 
upoo the pld worn out subject of Bute Inlet 
e:tber for'a wagon roud or railroad. 

But sir, at a time like the present, when 
facts are go valuable; to the surveying parties 
now at work, when low, easy passes in the 
Mountains are the dll absorbing topics of 
people and the Parliament of the Dominion, 
looking forward with ng little anxiety to bear 
the result ef those en in the surveying 
explorations, I say jnst at this particular 
time, would it not be more mauly to siate 
facts not Oaly ia regard to Bute Ialet, but ali 
the other Inlets on the coast, in order to 
further the greatest and grandest enterprise 
of the a) & Canadian railway 
runniog down togbe fwaters of the Pacific ? 

Misreprésentation of Vancouver Island aad 

British Columbia at home and abroad, bas 
been its curse for the jast fourteen years. 
Any sensible man would naturally suppose 
that the hatchet of discord, ought to be 
buried about this time, wheu the country is 
just emerging from a long struggle to main. 
tain herself asa Proviuce, and now that you 
are part 20d p»rcel of the great Domision of 
Canada, give her a fair show in the race for 
future grentness ; put overboard everythiag 
that would retard ber march forward; cut 
loose all the dead weights tuat would diaz 
her back.) Let the press do its duty; see 
that it cutB clean and deep, without fear or 
favor ; the best interests of the country Ge- 
mand it at its bands. 
To retura to the subject matter in hand,you are 
aware sir, that I was the first p:rty to explore 
the rivers emptying into Bute Inlet, ia 1859 
and 1861, to fiod a pass in the Co:st Range 
to sborten the distance to Curiboo, so that 
supplies could be got cheaper into the mines.

It is not necessary 
here to aarrate all the bair-breadth escapes 
we bad; bow my canoe got dashed to pieces, 
indians all going out of sight, while I clang 
to a log aud yot ashore; nor did we tura 
back tbeg, but patched up the canoes aod 
went ahead until we were fully satisfied that 
there was no chance for a waggoa road te 
Cariboo, a§ there is 20 natural pass in the 
mouteing, 

Just to show you bow people will be fooled, 
While we were up the river hauling our 
canoes over portages andr files, Mr.Wadding 
ton’s pariy¥ came up to the bead of the Inlet 
aod looked around # day or two, and located 
a flat for town lot-, aud returned to Victoria 
and reported « fine inlet runsing far inland, 
with « fide iowu sue; aod trom what they 
bad sero there was not a shadow of a doubt 
but what that was to be the road to Cariboo. 
Uf course the bait took wel, and the party 
got paid fOr the fav rable report upon water 
fronts, and cor.er lots. The new \own atibe 
lulet was to be « big thing, aud pac ies were 
wetting reidy io Victoria to start up to select 
th ir corner iorsin the new ‘own Just at 
this time ©Od Major Downie” drops isto 
Victoria with bis repurt of Bute Inlet, like a 
warplot, and throwed a wet bianket over 
their castles built io the air. 1 banded ia « 
report tO His Excellency the Governur;y as 
vsual I got a lever of thanks from W A. G 
Young. Coloma Sceretury. I called a meet- 
iug of the’ prople of Victoria, made a fair 
aud impartial siarement of Bute Inlet and the 
mounta.o passes, and concladed by telling 
them that Bute [niet was w failure tor « wag- 
gon road tw Cariboo. 

This did not suit the Victorians; a road 
they must bave on the coast, so as to cut off 
the trndé of New Westmioster, and they eveu 

| went so fat as to say that New Westminster 
| peuple pari me fur m king the report that I 
|did atthe time. I wish s me parties had: 
paid me for one balf of my explorations ix 
British Columbia; either the people or the 
Goverameat; it would be sumethiong to their 
credit vow. When/I could not make a re- 
port to suit the Victoria traders, of course | 
was pot their man, Mr. Waddington was 
the mao; he could see further through a 
mountain (than any other man ; and ae for 
building wagon rvads up Bute luiet, over the 
bigbest peaks in the Coast Range, that was 
nothing to him. If you will only take a look 
at bis letter in the Colonist, you will see 
what practical ideas be has got. Mr. Wad- 
dington and bis railway project forcibly re- 
minds us of his waggon road ten years ago ; 
that was a miserable failure, and it came out 
just as I said—that we would a!l starve io 
Cariboo if we depended upon the Bute Inlet 
wggon road for supplies. 

It was feally amusing last Fall to bear Mr. 
Wallace, and otber aspirauts for Legislative 
hovors, telling the electors on the Island 
that the terminus of the Great Trans-Conti- 
nental Railway must be ia Victoria. They 
would take nothing less. Of course it was 
all electionering claptrap, in order to catch 
votes. The parties are excusable if they have 
read the Waddington letters, concerning how 
easy the thing can be done, and then they
